Seemingly all would have gone 
as merrily aS wedding bells save 
for the father of the twins, a 
pastor of one of the Church of 
God congregations in Gadsden. 

Pastor Albert Vardaman 
Beaube, when he learned his 
sons had received this sum, 
reacted in a manner which can- 
not fail to wring reluctant ad- 
miration from a cynical, prag- 
matic world. 

He held out his hand. 


His dutiful sons, who appar- 
ently yet honor their father, put 
the $1,000 in the paternal palm. 

Pastor Beaube then notified 
the proper officials his sons had, 
innocently he hoped, been party 
to an unethical decision. 

It is a commentary on our 
times that this caused a great 
flutter in the dovecots of higher 
learning. There was, on the 
part of the educational execu- 
tives, a primitive sort of ra- 
tionalization, There was no 
real defense. There was a state- 
ment which seemed to say, in 
effect, “‘We are sorry we got 
caught.”’ 

Once all the details seemed to 
be in, save the sordid activity 
on the part of some seeking to 
find witnesses vindictively to im- 
peach the institution at Tusca- 
loosa, it occurred to me that 
of all those involved, from the 
college president on down, only 
the Rev. Albert Vardaman 
Beaube had stood up like a man. 
So,--I asked a_ dulcet-voiced 
young lady with the Bell Tele- 
phone Co. to find Mr. Beaube. 
She did. He turned out to be a 
calm, interesting man. 


The Rev. Beaube is a native of 
Mississippi. His father named 
him for the turbulent James 
Kimble Vardaman, a former 
governor of Mississippi and a 
character right out of the works 
of William Faulkner.. As the 
Rev. Mr. Beaube says, “I was 
named in the days when things 
were rough in Mississippi.’’ 
(They still are, if one cares to 
look.) 

At the age of 18 he felt a call 
to become a preacher for the 
Church of God. For about 35 
years he faithfully has followed 
that call. He has attained a 
considerable stature in his 
church, 


Church 


It should be understood that 
the Church of God is perhaps 
the fastest growing congregation 
in the United States. It requires, 
and obtains, from its members 
more withdrawal from _ the 
worldly things of life than per- 
haps any other sect, save that of 
the various monastic orders of 
the Roman and_e Episcopal 
churches. It is Pentecostal in 
approach. 

It is precisely these facts 
which make the Rev. Beaube a 
little sad. His two sons have 
been the high school sensations 
of Alabama. He has never seen 
them play. 

‘“‘My church does. not forbid 
athietics,’’ he said. ‘‘But it does 
regard the great crowds and or- 
ganized fervor as unnecessary 
worldliness. I never saw my 
sons play. Where I made my 
mistake was in not being closer 
to the problems growing out of 
their football ability. I simply 
did not know enough to antici- 
pate them. 

“Neither plans to enter the 
ministry. Both want to go on to 
college. They are good boys. 
They have never known what it 
was to have.any money. The 
sum of $500 was, for them, a big 
one. But, when I said it was 
wrong, they agreed, and turned 
it over to be returned. 

*‘Both they and I wanted to do 
what was right,’”’ said the Rev. 
Beaube.

Ford Foundation Grants Set 


Fine Philanthro py Example 


There are two things about these new grants of the Ford Founda- 


tion that are particularly pleasing. 


One is that the foundation has chosen to allot 500 million dollars 
the largest single sum ever dispensed by a private foundation 
among the private colleges and the voluntary hospitals and research 

centers rather than to public institutions, 


And the second is that the em- 
phasis is not on money for bricks 
and mortar to build new temples 
but on money for teaching and 
learning. The medical funds will 
go mainly for research and train- 
ing. The educational funds will be 
used to pay teachers in the human- 
ities and sciences. 


To be sure, no guarantee goes 
with these gifts that they will 
achieve the wished-for reward. It 
does not necessarily follow that 


raising a teacher's salary insures 
better teaching. There is no cer- 
tainty that out of a particular piece 
of research, however lavished with 
money, there will come new knowl- 
edge. 

And it is easy to suppose that in 
giving money to so many schools 
and medical centers a part of it 
will be wasted. Not every college 


or hospital board is endowed with 


‘wisdom. 

But there is a virtue in this very 
variety. The way to learning is not 
so straight that any group of men 
can chart an exclusive route, and 
it is for this reason that. our pri- 
vate colleges are essential to our 
free society. They complement not 
only the government-supported 
schools but each other.’ These 

rants provide. the intangible aid 
of encouragement. 

There is a virtue also tm the 


premise which underlies” these 
grants. The task of disbursing bil- 


lions of dollars for so nebulous a 


goal as “‘the welfare of the peo- 
ple’ is a formidable one; the very 
magnitude and vagueness of the 
goal make it difficult to grapple 


with on a practical level. There is, 
on the one hand, a temptation to 
use up the money in an endeavor 
to alleviate immediate distress, 
leaving the future to take care of 
itself; or, on the other hand, to be 
lured into equally vague and neb- 
ulous projects that have no touch 
with reality. 

It would take many times the 
billions of the Ford Foundation to 
alleviate poverty, sickness or ig- 
norance among the unfortunate. 
Money spent in the clouds is money 
frittered away. But money spent to 
give the new generation better 
teaching, to give the world more 
knowledge of disease and™ better 


techniques and facilities for treat-~ 


ing it—these things at least prom- 
ise some progress toward a world 
with less suffering and less ignor- 
ance. 

So it seems‘to us that ‘here’ the 
Ford Foundation has set an exam- 
ple both for others and for itself. 
It has brought its vision down to 
what it can grasp. And that is the 
firmest foundation for philan- 
thropy,

Statistics on TB 


Often Misleading 


There are said to be 400-, 
000 active cases of tuberculosis 
in the United States. This ob- 
viously is an estimate because 
one-third are in hospitals, one- 
third are at home, and the re- 
maining third are undetected 
cases. 

The death rate from this dis- 


ease has fallen but its prev- 
alence actually may be increas- 


ing. 
Many readers have wondered 
how it is possible to have 


more cases than in the past 
when institutions like the fa- 
mous Trudeau Sanatorium at 
Saranac have been closed for 
lack of patients. 

There are several reasons for 
this discrepancy. First, our 
tuberculosis associations have 
strengthened their drive to un- 
cover hidden cases through 
mass X-ray surveys. 

In addition, many patients 
are being treated at home with 
the newer. antituberculosis 
drugs. Finally, more victims 
of the disease are being saved 
each year. 

Prior to 1946 most of our large 
institutions reported an annual 
death rate of about 30 per cent 
of yearly admissions. The cur- 
rent rate is under 10 per cent. 

In the past, many more were 
eliminated from the list of pa- 
tients with active tuberculosis 
because many more died from 
the condition. 

Nowadays, when tabulations 
are made ‘at the end of the 
year, the number of victims 
includes not only the new pa- 
tients but the thousands who 
were able to cheat death as a 
result of advances in treat- 
ment.

This factor deserves empha- 


sis because rest is an impor- 
tant part of treatment. But 
that is not all. With home care, 
the victim does not have the 
advantage of being educated 
by the staff and other patients 
on the finer points of tuber- 
culosis,

disease is one that can be 
arrested but not cured. T6 


prevent recurrences, more than 


a cursory knowledge of the 
malady is needed. 
The antituberculosis drugs 


are tricky to use. The bacilli 
must be subdued lest they be- 
come resistant to the medicine, 
which explains why exacting 
treatment is required. 

This is another objection to 


home care, especially when 
laxity prevails. Home care 
also is discouraged because 


surgical facilities are lacking. 
An operation may be required 
at a strategic moment which— 
when missed — may be gone 
forever.

The hardest post-Christmas adjustment for most of us to make 
is going to be~gettfme used to regular mail again.

If there’s anything that can bring a country-bred columnist 
down-to-earth swiftly and painlessly it’s something about a billy 
goat.

There were 
times when I had several billy goats, and for several winters I 
earned 50 cents a week spending money by rounding up the 
goats in the quarters—so they wouldn't sleep in vacant houses 
or in the Negro church—and penning them up around about dusk.

The collection, called ‘‘Echoes From the Heart,’’ was 
written by Weldon Taylor Hammond, an old Upson County boy 
who works in Atlanta now for Western Union. Dr. Weaver knew 
Mr. Hammond's father, Cap'n Taylor Hammond, who was &a con- 
ductor on the Upson County train which ran from Thomaston to 
Barnesville—at 16 miies an hour! 


When he heard Mr. Hammond had written ‘and had privately 
printed a small volume of folksy, homespun verses he was (de- 
lighted. And he was particularly delighted to recommend the 
long narrative poem called, “My Billy Goat.”’ Although I'm 
shaky about the poetic quality of the billy goat opus, I can 
cheerfully join Dr. Weaver in admiring the sentiments.

” — A Russian audience which 
packed the Palace of Culture re- 
ceived the Soviet premiere of the 
American folk opera ‘Porgy and 
Bess’”’ warmly today, “despite the 
language barrier and unfamiliarity 
with the music.
